fection will not register, If it is r
denied, he says, it will actually
affect the baby's physical devel-
opment,

newborn is that the baby should
be permitted to stay ‘In the ’
room with the ‘mother, Grand-
mother has always taken 'this
for granted but today the idea
is hailed as the “new rooming:
in” plan, :
